Cincinnati, Jan. 13.— The Ohio riv e r 
passed the sixty-foot stage here and 
continues to rise steadily at the rate 
of two inches an hour. 
In the lower 
parts of the city and in Dayton, New­ 
port and Covington, sunurbs across 
the river in Kentucky, 2,:>fl0 per so' 
have been made tem porarily ho me I es 
by the invading waters. 
In the Ken 
tucky 
towns 
schoolhouses 
and 
churches have been thrown open and 
are filled with refugees. 
The proper­ 
ty loss will reach into the thousands. 
Cincinnati 
commission 
merchants 
and warehouse owners whose place 
of business are along the river front 
have suffered heavy losses. 
Hundreds 
of cellars have been flooded and in 
some 
buildings 
facing 
the 
wharves 
the w ater is up to tho second story. 
The Panhandle and the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad freight houses 
arc half buried in water and all trains 
running into tho Cram! Central sta­ 
tion are being rerouted into the city. 
The flooded streets along the river 
on both the Ohio and Kentucky sides 
were tilled with rowboats, skiffs and 
launches 
carrying out refugees and 
their 
belongings.

Just as In the senate, seniority pre­ 
vails in the house comm ittee selections 
The com m ittee* of the present house 
show that all senior members were 
made chairmen, although it was ac­ 
knowledged that a speaker would not 
have selected some of them. 
“Cannon 
made more changes in regard to uiraet- 
ting seniority than uuy other man." re 
marked Congressman Sims of Tonne* 
see. "Yes. and he always made changes 
of that kind in the Interest of efficient 
legislation and for the best Interests of 
the government,” remarked Jim Mann. 
Then a number of instances were 
pointed out where Cannon had made 
Im portant changes, naming chairmen 
of committees who had never served 
upon suel) committees and otherwise 
taking a radical departure from the 
seniority rule. 


One Man Responsible. 
" It is better to have one man respon­ 
sible instead of fourteen,** remarked 
Fitzgerald of New York. 
“ A member 
of the house told me th at he had tile 
absolute assurance from eight mem­ 
bers of the committee that they voted 
for him for a committee place. 
As 
there w ere only fourteen members of 
the com m ittee be la trying to find out 
how he failed to get the place. 
I told 
him to go to the other six and he 
would find that they voted for him 
also. 
The only difference was that tile 
votes were not all taken on the same 
day. 
The only way to make sure of a 
place Is to make a fight. 
Every man 
who threatened to fight lf he was not 
given his seniority rights was taken 
care of when tile committees w ere se­ 
lected tw o years ago.” 


The ‘‘H o n e Book.” 
More than twenty years ago Jerry 
Rusk, then secretary of agriculture, 
got out a "horse book." as It was 
called. 
It treated of tile diseases of 
the horse and proved to be one of tile 
best political books ever issued—po- 
liticnl because it made votes for those 
who sent them to their constituents. 
It is believed that the "horse book" 
has assisted in electing a great many 
men in tin* past tw enty years. 
Strangely enough, tile lute Congress­ 
man Wederneyer. who committed sui­ 
cide. laid his defeat to the fact that hi* 
didn't send out more "horse books.” 
"A few more ’hone books’ and I would 
have overcome that loo votes by which 
I was defeated,” he confided to a sen­ 
ator down In Punaluu. 
It was brood­ 
ing over his defeat which caused hts 
suicide.
